ithough every 3-5 years the bud- 
et is reviewed in detail, and re- 
uctions are anticipated, it is 
ifficult to maintain our lobbying 
nd state-wide efforts at lower 
osts. 

The Illinois Council has per- 
ormed an outstanding service for 
ll architects in the State by in- 
ense lobbying efforts for the 
assage of the Statute of Limita- 
ions in the House for Buildings 
rior to 1979 (HB1314). This 


state-wide effort has involved ar- 
chitects and other professional 
organizations working together 
toward a common goal. 


The world is changing and mov- 
ing rapidly toward new opportuni-- 
ties for architects in the 80's.

CCAIA & PLANNING COMMITTEE MOVE 
FORWARD ON NORTH LOOP PLANS 


On April 21 Richard Cook, CCAIA 
President, delivered a statement 
to the Chicago Planning Commission 
prepared by the Planning and Urban 
Affairs Committee concerning North 
Loop Redevelopment. At that time, 
he also transmitted a series of 
diagrams that the Committee had 
prepared on project boundaries, 
pedestrian network, transit, park- 
ing and service, conservation/ 
preservation, cultural and enter- 
tainment, residential uses, and 
comprehensive space use. 

These diagrams and the state- 
ment were well received by the 
Planning Commission and other in- 
terest groups such as the Land- 
marks Preservation Council and 
Metropolitan Housing and Planning 
Council. Since that time, the 
diagrams have been finalized with 
additional notes reflecting the 
Committee's attitudes towards each 
of the North Loop Redevelopment 
issues. The diagrams will be re- 
distributed to interest groups. 


It became obvious to the Plan- 
ning and Urban Affairs Committee 
that other AIA committees should 
participate in examining the City's 
Guidelines for North Loop Redevel- 
opment. To that end, Richard Cook 
called a meeting of all ATA com- 
mittees, including Government, Real 
Estate, Energy, Housing and Student 
Affairs, asking the committees to 
join efforts in developing concrete 
proposals to the City for incorp- 
oration in the revised North Loop 
Redevelopment Guidelines. 

Richard Cook has also spoken 
with the Mayor's Advisory Comit- 
tee on the North Loop to offer 
ATA's assistance in developing 
more detailed guidelines for the 
North Loop. At this time, the 
AIA's offer has been well-received 
and it is expected that a city- 
funded effort of AIA committees 
will be set up. 

The AIA Planning and Urban Af- 
fairs Comittee will next meet 
when the AIA Chapter has installed 
itself in the Monadnock Building. 
We will send out a notice for that 
meeting as soon as possible. Since 
we expect to continue work on 
North Loop, members of the com- 
mittees interested in getting
